iceg. yet wants to punish trusts that eon- 
Mpirc to increase abrilrarily tlie c<»st of 
finished products. 

Noav, in the first place, tluTt* is no 
danger that the trusts eA-er Avill be ••pun¬ 
ished.*’ Even the recent attempt to pn^- 
vent the “merger” of thetranscsmtineiitat 
railroads in the Northwest has so f.ir 
proven a failure. 

Wc Socialists do not tlcery tlie tm.sls. 
We sec In them the fiatural outcome of 
competition. Competition carried to it* 
farthest point will finally kill competi¬ 
tion nnd bring on the combination of 
those who have survived. That is the 
“truBf.** 

It is entirely different with trades 
union* nnd it ought not to take a very 
keen intellect to distinguish between: 

A body of men combined to charge a 
living rate for services which they actu¬ 
ally and honestly render with their 
hand* or brains, and 

A set of capitnlisli who eombine, while 
enjoying adlenes* ind luxury themBelves. 
to increase the price of products dcriv«l 
from the labor of other*. | 

One 1* a combination to secure at least i 
a half way decent abare of the/product; 
produced. The other is a conspiracy to 
rob the public through the control of pro¬ 
duction and of retail trade. 

We all know that the trade-onions 
hove their weaknesses—they often are 
n 4 progressive enough, their member* 
do not sufficiently study the inner work¬ 
ing of the present ^ystem, they do not 
understand it* outcome, etc., nnd be*ide» 
all that, many of the leaders are selfish 
or dishonest. 

But with all their fault* we love them 
still. They perform great services for 
humanity by upholding the standard of 
wage* and preA'enting . the proletariat 
from linking Into still deeper slavery and 
barbarism. 

Both the trnsta nnd the trade unions 
are doing pioneer work for the co-opera¬ 
tive commonwealth without intending to 
; do so. Yet you can see at a glance the 
difference between the hearties* and 
greedy aim of the trust, aud the humane 
egotiaro of tho trade* union, no matter 
how foolishly or unreasonably it may 
assert itself at some times. - 


1200 brewery workers of Ciocinnati, O., 
have been locked out by their bosses, 
because the workmen refused to leave 
the uuioii. The stationary engineers and 
stationary firemen of Cincinnati play the 
part of Judas in that light, helping the 
brewery owners and even furnishing (be 
pretext for tbc lock-out. The questiou 
wbether tbc engineers nnd firemen in the 
breweries Avere to belong to the iuter- 
nationiU brewery workers* union or to 
their separate organization ia at tbc 
bottom of the «.'ouflict—a question 
which the Inst r'onveotion of the 
.ViiiericAD Federation of Labor failed to 
diH'idc. Tbc brcAvery owners of Cincin¬ 
nati think this is a goo<l chance to de¬ 
stroy the brewery unions, aud for that 
fiurpose formetl an nlUanoe with cer¬ 
tain “labor leaders” there. The sta¬ 
tionary engineers and firemen of the 
brcAA'eries—a handful of men—Averc iu- 
duceAl to “threaten to strike” if the 
breAverj' Avorkiueii (fid not leave their 
uuiou, and thereuiion followed the lock¬ 
out. The brew( ry \vork(‘r>» of CiiicluTinti 
naturally have the sympatliii^ ('f organ¬ 
ized toboriug men all oA*er the country 
in thi* fight, and the broAvery bosses of 
rorkopoUs ns well as (heir allU^ Avill 
receive a lesson that they Avill not soon 
forget.

My 
privilege was not only withdrawn, but re¬ 
entry was refused on three tk'purnK* is* 
sues, twice u|»oa The Challenge and once 
upon Wilshirc’s Magazine, lu (ht'se 
cases I was obligtHl to deimsit with tbc 
postotlk‘0 several thousand dollars in or¬ 
der to get the paper through the mails 
at all, and this money has largely been 
forfeit(*d, Avith no prospect of my ever 
getting it buck. It I had remained in 
Noav York it aa'ouUI have meant that by 
this time 1 would have to have paid 
considerably over $.'j0(K) iu postage, 
which has been saved l)y my coming to j 
Canada.—and that xA’iHiout anp: loss toi 
my subsorilM'rs. If you can poiut out to ' 
me any better method of making a. stand I 
lu America, I will be glad to bare you do 
so. In fact. I will at ouce return to the 
United States and publish my magazine; 
there, if you can give me auy guaranty 
that the tnone^- I should have to put up 
for postage wiU ever be repaid. 

Please take note of the fact also, that 
Mr. Wnylund. whom you bold up as a 
shining example of what a man ought to 
do under fire, Avns. shortly after my r**- 
moval to O^inndn, in communication TAdth 
me regarding his (‘omiiig to Canada in 
case his second-class privileges should be 
AvIthdraAvn.

The following article from tbe Phila¬ 
delphia North American is an exceU^nt 
one lu all particulars but one. The con¬ 
ditions are correctly stated, but tbe cure 
to reform the trusts—la entirely wrong. 
Tbe crimes of cunning, so ably described 
lu the business worla, will coutinne as 
long as competition exists. Tbe only 
core la public owoerablp of aU the means 
of production, diatribuuou and exchange. 
Tbo North American says: 

Political economists and social reform¬ 
ers have written tons,of books to say 
what President Roosevelt coudenaed Into 
one sentence In that part of hla message 
treating of corporatSona and tbel/ abuse 
of the privileges grauted to them by the 
people. ThiH la the sentence: "IT 
BHGULD HE AS MUCH THE AIM 
OF THOSE WHO'SEEK FOR SO¬ 
CIAL BETTERMENT TO BID THE 
BUSINESS WORLD OP CRIMES OF 
CUNNING AS TO RID THE ENTIRE 
BODY POLITIC OF CRIMES OP 
VIOLENCE." 

The experience of centuries has taught 
society bow to deal w'ith crimes of vio¬ 
lence, and goverumeota are reasonably 
successful In repreaalng disorder and pre¬ 
serving the public peace. Crimea of 
cunning are comparatively new manifes¬ 
tations of evil, presenting problems in 
the science of government upon which 
past expt'rience throws little light, and 
in tbe solution of these problems tbe 
moat patriotic statesineo,^ tbe wisest 
lawmakers, will fiud exercise for their 
keenest insight, their profoundcst study, 
and their best, moral as well as legal 
judgment. 

Under exiatlng conditlona these crimes 
arc difficult to^aetect, nud when known 
through their consequence it is even 
more difficult to fix responsibility for 
them upon the real perpetrotors by legal 
proof. In. their conception, perfection 
and execution, the ablest organlaera, the 
shrewest lawyers, and the most peifect- 


tsAce, to bear tbe burden of thdr fail- 
urea, are guilty of the blackest crime of 
cunning. 

The crime of cunning had its birth In 
the bnalneas world, was fostered and de¬ 
veloped by cotnunercialism, brought to 
the perfection of Iniquity by conceutrat- 
nd capital, and adopted by tbe plraten of 
jvUtira aa a child of highly respectable 
Mrentage. It is idle to expect tbe sor¬ 
did ercstnree who infest public office to 
forego the profits of their erode conning 
and ^atalo from coarse "grafting" so 
long as the busineas world .tolerates 
chicane and they see its meat consplcn- 
ons violators of the moral law growing 
richer aud more respectable tlirough 
crimes of counlug.

We stop a moment to look at seven 
littje tots, all crowded in the cranny of 
a wall. Tbo least one of these little 
fellows was eating with great satlsfRc- 
tion a peony's worth of miserable Ice 
cream. This little one was a great trag¬ 
edy, with Its cbslk-like face, pinched fea¬ 
tures tod starved expression in tbe eyes. 
It was one of these terrible babes that 
are old at birth. 

On all bands there were the Indies- 
tious of watered milk and adulterated 
food. But there wen* also tbe shadowy 
remains of the old and classic beauty.

MAJORITY REPORT. 

The Sodalist party t>f Chicago calls 
on the workingmen to place thdr own 
interests above those of their exploiters 
and join the movement of their class 
conscious fellow workers for the paipose 
of inaugurating a system of collective 
production under the control of the work¬ 
ing class in place the present syiUm 
of production for private profit. Tbe 
uisrcb of industrial evolution has 
brought tbe prindpaJ induatries under 
the mauagement of a few great capital¬ 
ists who thas control the Uvea of tbe m- 
tire population. As soon aa a majority 
of tbe working class will. raUv to the 
support of the Sodalist party, tbe trans¬ 
fer of these industries from the bands 
of tbe private owners to those of the 
working clssa is only a matter of form, 
and Devd not stop production for a siogle 
day. illuoidpal ownerabip. natlouallza- 
Uon of industries and other reforms 
which the capitalist parties will be 
forc^ to lotit>auce between the preasuro 
of economic development and of tbe 8o- 
dalist movement, will bring no laaliog 
rolief to the working dasa, until these 
indasiries pSM into the control of the 
working class. 

"Our csodidates, if elected, will pro¬ 
mote the interests of the working claas 
to tbe exclusion of all other inbenwta. 
As long as they are io a minority they 
sill uncompiYimisingly oppose all meas¬ 
ures that favor other classes at the ex 
peuse of the working class, and 
advocate nil improvemnta in the In¬ 
terest of the working ,da88, espedally 
municipal employment for all unem¬ 
ployed, and the extension of the public 
school system. Requirements for an ef¬ 
fective system of pubUc education we 
declare to l>e: Snffidi. . 
for all children of school age. provided 
with modern improvements: sufficient 
school teachers to take care of oil chil¬ 
dren of school age; free text books, free 
libraries, manual trsinlng; food^ and 
dothing furnished to all poplls: kiuder- 
gartens for children .4 to 6 years old: 
l^mnnsiunis. baths and plav grounds: 
full lilierty of sdentlfic Investigation aud 
discussion. 

"Municipal ownership in any form that 
falls short of coutrol )f all induarrics 
cannot materially benefit the mass of 
wage workers. Municipalization of in- 
dostriea con only be classified as Social¬ 
ism when the workers of such industries 
are attord<M the opportunity of control¬ 
ling and regulating such industries. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that the So¬ 
dalist party of Chicago stand clear of 
nil entangling alliances and hold out as 
the only solnlion for economic evils the 
complete socialiaation of all industries 
nnd the control and regulation of all 
means of transportation, production and 
distribution by the producing class and 
the installation of a democratized system 
of adminislrntioD."

New York Unionists. 

The last report of tbe New York bn- 
reao of labor statistics is of special in¬ 
terest to wage-earners. Although It is 
restricted to organUed lalwr. Us figures 
apply to CTS.OOO working people and 
nearly all tbo manufacturing and mi- 
chanl.'ral ’ndnstries. Hence eond'tions 
reported must be accepted as fairly 
renresentstlve. 

In 1894 the number of labor unions 
lo New York reporting to the bureau 


chine. It applies to the secret arrange¬ 
ment between the Standard Oil company 
and the transportation companies by 
which independent prodt.cera of oil In 
IVnusylvsnla were driven out of the 
field. Wheu tho railroads extorted $1.60 
from the independent producer for car¬ 
rying his barrel of oil to the seaboard 
and handed 80 cents of bis money to the 
Standard Oil company, they conspired 
with Standard Oil m a crime of connlug. 

The secret pooling of busiuess by rail¬ 
roads, in evasion of tlie interstate com¬ 
merce law'. evideoUy waa one of the 
crimes of cunning the President had In 
mind. The combliiMtion of coal-mining 
and transportation companies to reduce 
wages and raise, priqes most be placed 
in the same category. Financial opera¬ 
tors who organize companies, use their 
leputationa as safe and snereaafnl bnal¬ 
neas men to induce the public to supply 
them with capital, furtively unload roeir 
stocks aud bouds upon small lavestora, 
aud leave tlve widow, the frugal me¬

Suppreued Documentt. 

The following chapter from American 
history will not be immortalised )>y 
Msclay’s pen, and no official textbook on 
history wrlll cootain it. 

The New York Ereuiog Poat produces 
documentary evidence that the late Pres¬ 
ident McKinley was In po«seaaioD of the 
following official documents when hia 
message of April 11, 1898.

2. A note of the American ambassa¬ 
dor in Spain received on the Mme day 
coBfinning thia, and adding that a credit 
pt 3,000.900 pesetas had been assigned 
to Gen. HUoco for the purpose of re- 
InstsUug the recoDcentrados ou their 
farms. 

3. A note from the same American 
ambassador, received April 5, stating 
‘‘that the Que<>D Ilegent offered to atop 
all hoaUlititfs in Cuba at once uu^ndi- 
tionaliy until October 0. 188& 

These documents were sutipressed and 
Congress deceived about the true nature 
of Spain's ootc by the "noblest mao in 
Amarica” for w-hom n gorgeous memo¬ 
rial is DOW to bc erected by the nation 
whose children be recklessly sacrificed 
to the greed of the capitalists whose 
tool he was.

It to impoariiile to portray in intelli- 
the exact cooditious under 
Which coal miners work sod live, be¬ 
cause none but tboae who work in the 
mloea can fully eomprehwd or roaUse 
the physical couditiohs prevailing there. 
M oc y those who woA in them ever 
nave opportunity for observation: and 
only those whose interests briug them 
Into daily contact with mine workers or 
Who are cipse students of statistical re¬ 
ports on ooftl production are familiar 
aUrtling truth that for every 
^lO.uuu tons of coal brought to the sur- 
tpee of the mine one employe’s life is 
sacrificed, ai^ five times that number 
arc maimed $nd injured; in other word*, 
of every 450 men employed in the mines, 
one is killed and ti^e sre injured each 
year. This makes a total of 900 per- 
sous who yield up their lives each year, 
and of 4500 who suffer serious injury. 
In no other industry in the United 
States are there so many fatalities iu 
pro|>ortion to the total number of em¬ 
ploye*. But, sad and distressing as 
the*© facts may he, they are not the 
greatest source of discontent or com¬ 
plaint of this army of workers, for whom 
life bolds few charms and offers fen' op- 
porunities. 

A peculiar feature of the mining indus¬ 
try, aud oue which more than all others 
affects the interests of those employed in 
the production of coal, is the fact that 
nearly 150,000 more meu are employed 
ip the miues than are required to pro¬ 
duce nil the coal which it is possible for 
our nation to consume; that is to aay 
that, while the consampUou of coal at 
home and the export trade abroad 
amount, in the most proaperona year, to 
^^),(X)0,000 tona, this enormous proauc- 
tiou gave ouly taJO daya* employment to 
the meu and boya at work iu the mines. 
If tbc mines were worked 300 daya oer 
year, they would produce at least 1&,- 
000,000 toua of coal more than Is con- 
aumed at home or sold abroad. Aa a 
consequence of this abuormal condition, 
a miner is enabled to earn only about 
tw*o-thirds aa much wages as he would 
were ha steadily employed: and aa miu- 
lug communities are, with few excep- 
tious, isolated from the centers of in¬ 
dustry in other Hues, opportunity Is uot 
afforded the mine worker to employ prof¬ 
itably the 100 days of enforceo idleness 
due to the uouoperatlon of the mines.

Injunction MBdc Permanent* 

The decision on the temporary injunc- 
ti^ issued against the teamsters in the 
strike against the Briue Transportation 
^mpany was rendered on Friday by 
Judge Braley of the superior court. As 
was to be expected the injauction is 
made permaneut. teamsters being for¬ 
bidden to Interfere ritber fordbly or 
peaceably with the business of .the com¬ 
pany, al^ough tbe anion can solicit cus¬ 
tomers from the Brine company, if uot 
under contract with it, to transfer their 
patronage to oth^r firms. The situatioo, 
at tbe present writing, has a most seri- 
on* aspect. Tbe union leaders claim a 
strike is imminent that will naralyxe the 
trade of New England. Uver 30,0CNi 
meu will be involved. It Is also claimed 
that the railroad corporatious especially 
seem to be anxions for a strike. beUeviug 
an onportunity would be presented to ex- 
terimoate organised labor. If all the 
workmen involved in the transportation 
buaineaa were to strike the result would 
be disastrous. 

In order to try and prevent a strike 
tbe allied transportation council will ap- 
l>eal again to the National Civil federa¬ 
tion and tbe state board of conriliation. 
^ nearly all the unlous meet ou Sunday, 
it Is impossible to predict what action 
will be taken, but tbe freight handlers 
and other teamsters are reported in deep 
sympathy with the Brine strikers and 
radical action is probable. 

The Boston uuiou men are consider¬ 
ably agitated over tbe court decision, but 
It is difficnlt' to see how tliey could ex¬ 
pect anything else. So long as they vote 
for their roasters, they may expect their 
masters to control the courts.
